y From time to time as the reporters arrived with'one of the’ 
several exclusive stories which the News published Sunday morning, 
the waiting throng became more interested, and as the hour ap- 
proached when the first side went to press there was 4s much excite- 
ment among the spectators as though the advent of the President or 
some great dignity wag expected. * Finally mnorely before 10 0’elock 
the first font pages of the first side, or in other! words the second, 

. third, sixth and seventh pages were ‘‘locked up’’ and ready for the 
press. The crowd moved over to gee the first sheet pass through the 

,Thachine. But there were two or three minor matters that needed 
adjusting and so the pressman got busy and while everybody 
watched he padded out the cylinder and presently the big machine 
began to rotate and the first ‘‘inside’’ was in the hands of its happy 
owner. 

Never was a paper received more enthusiastically. Everybody 
got 4 copy and went and stood under the lights to read it, and only 
ane -paen of praise was heard, accompanied by exclamations of de- 
light. ‘‘Gee! I did not know you were going to get out a paper like 
that,’’ said one. ‘‘The-finest paper ever printed in Richmond,’’ said 
another; ‘‘that is fine type,” said a third, and so on. Everybody. 
eontributitg to the general jollification. 

Then Direetor-Brown got busy and very soon the word went 
around that everyone was invited to an informal supper at the 
Portola Cafe. For two hours and more the press kept up its work 
and then there was lying on the floor the largest pile of half printed 
papers that this town has ever seen. A recess at midnight was taken 
for supper, and a delightful spread followed by informal talks—no. 
speeches—just talks followed, everybody predicting success and 
giving words of encouragement. { 

Before one o'clock the crowd went back to the office and an hour 
later the last forms were ready. .

began.

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NEW LIABILITY LAW 


y As the men who are employed all over the state are deeply in- 
terested in the new employers’ liability law; it may not be’ uninter- 
esting to state that the law is likely to be tested very shortly in the 
courts. In fact, as soon as any one makes aelaim under the law of 
any amount a test case will be made so as to ¢" a décision from 
the Supreme Court on the constitutionality of the law. The point 
that will be raised is the exemption of the farmers from the pro- 
visions of the bill. It will be argued that exempting the farmers and 
their employees makes the law class legislation and consequently 
unconstitutional. It may be said that the friends of the law feel 
that there is a great-deal in that point, and that When the next legis- 
lature meets an effort will be made to amend it, and if possible to 
substitute the Washington law, which ineludes all the employees in 
the state under its provisions. 

If the Supreme Court should decide that exempting the farmers 
makes the law class legislation, then the whole bill. would be killed. 


Af it decides that the exemption is not in violation of the constitu- 


tional provision against special legislation then an effort can be made 
to amend it at the next session so as to include the’farm laborers and 
those who are not now covered’ by its regulations,

POLITICAL OUTLOOK 


Governor Johnson is busy getting everything in readiness for 
campaign this year. Of course he will not need to make anything 
like the campaign he made four years ago. Then he ran as a Repub- 
lican and had to contest with Charles F. Curry, Alden Anderson, and 
others, at the primaries, but this year he will be nominated without 
opposition, and if the Republicans as well as the Democrats make 
nominations for governor, should be re-elected as easily. 

In accepting the nomination for governor again Johnson has 
made many sacrifices. He is not a yich man, and he nas a family, 
which takes money to maintain, but he felt that it was his duty 
after insisting upon a third party movement that he should lead it, 
and if he is elected it is expected that he will be a candidate for the 
Presidency two years later on a Progressive ticket. 
Heney—Francis J.—announces that he will be a candidate for 
Senator on the Progressive ticket. It is not at all likely that he will 
have as plain sailing as’ Johnson. He will have opposition within the 
party and outside of it. The Democrats will nominate either former 
Mayor Phelan of San, Francisco or Thomas F. Griffin of Modesto, 
to oppose him. It can not be necessary to say much ‘about Phelan. 
He was mayodr; it will be recalled, when the teamsters struck in San 
Francisco, and his handling of the strike resulted in the unions 
going into politics to protect themselves. He is many times a million- 
aire, and has just returned froin Europe, where he spends a part of 
his time every year. Griffin is the author of the Women’s Eight 
Hour law which has been so successful that it is now proposed by 
the labor voters of the state to enact into a universal statute by the 
initiative. He is also the author of the Juvenile Act which protects 
children fyom being forced to labor when they should be at school. 
He is one of the most profound economic thinkers in the state. He 
was born in Tuolumne county on the farm of his father, one of the 
Irish pioneers of the state, and was foreed to work hard from boy- 
hood up. He has always taken a strong practical -interest in the 
wageearner and although a lawyer belongs tg a labor union in San 
Francisco. .If the women and Wwageearners are nof ungrateful he 
will be nominated and elected to the Senate.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 27—W. R, 
Oleander, known as “Bill the Black- 
smith, the machinist for ten years 
employed by the Western Fuel Com- 
Dany, has proved a star performer 
and an excellent witness for the four 
indicted officials accused of con- 
spiracy to deraud the government on 
coal weights.
